In your Issue of July 13 la a letter from that Bound writer and 
true sportsman, “Boone,” Is which the attention of sportsmen Is 
called to a very Important subject, and the same Is further spoken 
of in your Issue of the 27th of same month by your correspond¬ 
ent, “VanBuren.” “Boone” says; “There Is a growing feeling 
among the sober and rion-shooting people of the state, that if 
the outcome of shooting, its very boast and glory, Is to be a 
yearly gathering from all parts, of shooting men, to compete for 
prizes to those who can slaughter the most of captive and help¬ 
less birds; If, by this amateur trap shooting, there is to be held 
out before our boys as commendable, and for imitation, the 
coarse, animal life of the trap-ehootiDg professional, then it is 
well all game should be killed off, and the shooting class come 
to an end.” This is strong language, certainly, yet I am con¬ 
strained to believe that it will apply in most eases. I will pre¬ 
face my remarks by saying that to the mere shooting at balls or 
pigeons from the trap as a means of amusement, I have no par¬ 
ticular objections. I look upon it as an amusement only, and 
not as being in any way a field sport. As a 
means of improving the novice in the art of 
handling the gun, it may, in some instances, 
have its uses, but I believe these instances to 
lie very few, and the good thus attained to be 
in general much overestimated. The objec¬ 
tionable features about it are the prostituting 
the use of the gun to be a means of gambling, 
either for money or prizes, and the seemingly 
almost inevitable accompaniment of the soci¬ 
ety of those with whom the true sportsman 
Bhould never care to associate. But it is not 
of these things that I now wish to write, and 
I will proceed to speak of the subject from 
nu entirely different point of view. I refer 
to Its bearing upon the question of game pro¬ 
tection. There are very few of the states 
hut have their game laws, but from all of 
them we hear complaints of the violation of 
those laws, and the Inability (?) of sports¬ 
men to enforce them; yet a glance at the 
columns of the sporting papers shows that 
there is no lack of cluhs gotten up, ostensi¬ 
bly, for this very purpose. I do not deny 
that through them offenders are occasion¬ 
ally brought up and punished; but are these 
organizations, oftentimes powerful, and with 
a full exchequer to draw upon, doing all that 
might be done? I do moBt emphatically say 
no I Look at the reports of their monthly or 
yearly gatherings and what do you find) True, 
there may be a passing of resolutions, and 
appointing of committees and officers for the 
coming mouth or year, and then comes an 
adjournment to the club grounds to witness 
or participate in the killing of pigeons or the 
breaking of balls. Now, as I have already 
said, these things may all be very well in their 
w ay, but neither glass balls, pigeons or prizes 
are to be had without a pretty generous out¬ 
lay of money, and I claim that that money 
had much better be devoted to having exist¬ 
ing game laws put In force. Of course, I do 
not for one moment question the right of 
these gentlemen to do as they please. The 
money is their own, and no one has a right to 
say to them, "You shall spend it this way or 
that;” but when sportsmen complain that 
farmers will not aid them in enforcing the 
game laws, they seem to forget that farmers 
have other—and, to them, more important— 
matters to attend to, and that they cannot be 


wasted that ought to be otherwise usefully disposed of, and 
that if it were so appropriated, much of the 111 feeling and mis¬ 
understanding between farmers and true sportsmen now com¬ 
plained of would pass away forever. In writing as I have here 
done, I do not wish to be thought of as laying down a law from 
ahlch there Is to be no appeal; but I only offer my views to my 
brother sportsmen upon a subject of grave Importance to them, 
and one to which I have given much and earnest thought If It 
be thought my views are overstrained, let the history of the 
dead National Association be recalled, and remember, the most 
potent factor that worked to kill It was that yearly, grand pigeon 
shooting tournament.

ing a business-like air about It that would certainly commend It¬ 
self to the good opinion of the Britisher of the modern type If 
the catena paribua consideration, the equally abundant supply of 
the Centt* dama, had not to be entertained, for the practice of 
deer pursuit in Australia combines the pleasure and excitement 
of the actual chase with the reprehensible detraction; but this 
must be said with reservation, and with deference for the opin¬ 
ions of the many fashionable defenders of game-slaughtering—of 
the battue, but with a difference which relieves It from much of 
the objectlonableneas of the English system. 

Until very lately, the practice of deer hunting upon any ex¬ 
tended scale has been quite unknown In Australia, and the 
thanks of Australians arc due to the Messrs. Chlrnslde for the in¬ 
auguration^! it In anything like a sensible manner. Reynard— 
although those gentleman are accredited with the honor of be¬ 
ing the first importers of foxes Into Victoria—has never taken 
very kindly to his transplantation; and a solitary specimen or 
two of the vulpine breed occasionally to be seen disporting them¬ 
selves upon the plains about Melbourne, la about the height of 
the boast that can as yet be made as the result of that enterprise. 
Very far different, however, la It In the case of the deer. For 


many years past the Messrs. Chirnside have taken a patriotic Inter¬ 
est in the acclimatization and preservation of every description 
of game, and on their estate of Werrlbee Park, near Melbourne 
their success with deer of all kinds has been even greater than 
their utmost hopes had anticipated. Indeed, ever since their 
first introduction deer have thriven admirably on the wide- 
stretching plains of Werribee, and uow they have become so 
plentiful that railing hue had to be resorted to to prevent damage 
to the neighboring cockatoo fanners. No fewer that 700 deer 
are believed to be at large on these plains, In addition to those 
comfortably parked nearer the home mansion. Those are roam¬ 
ing at large, “free and fetterless as the winds of heaven,” on a 
portion or section of the estate kuown as Point Cook. It was 
here that the great inaugural hunt, or slaughter, to which I am 
about to allude, took place. 

The sportsmen who participated In the sport were separated 
into two parties, those with dogs and horses performing the char¬ 
acters of beaters, and those armed with rlfleB and breech-loaders 
ensconcing themselves behiud oak trees, and doing the more 
necessary part of slaughtering the game. The dogs used in the 
chase were a mixed pack of kangaroo dogs and lurchers, and 
their duties lay through thick beds of rushes 
and “tussocky" coverts which fringe the 
shores where the game chiefly delight to re¬ 
sort. The beaters, if they will not think the 
designation derogatory to their employment 
on this great occasion, formed themselves in¬ 
to a strong line, and, with the assistance of 
the dogs, took a country along the grassy 
sea iu the direction of the gunners, who kept 
noiselessly at their posts. As may be sup¬ 
posed, the part the gunners had to play was 
of the most effective, if not exactly the most 
exciting, description. As the deer hurried 
past them in their headlong flight they had 
nothing to do but to pop away at their leisure, 
or rather at their frequent opportunities, and 
the destruction of venison wsb prodigious. 
Some idea of the extent of this massacre can 
be well imagined by the reader, after what 
has been stated as to the number of deer 
known to be lying in the neighborhood of the 
favorable locality of Point Cook. Suffice it 
to say that deer after deer wsb shot down 
with unerring precision and in most rapid suc¬ 
cession, the sport affording the utmost satis¬ 
faction to the gunners at any rate. 

Most English sportsmen would probably 
have been more keenly Interested In the beat¬ 
ing part of the business of the deer hunting 
that has so recently been celebrated on the 
Werribee Park estate. Indeed, that would 
appear to have been the more pleasurable 
part of it, the business being, in the strictest 
sense of the word, confined to the gunners. 
And of them it cannot fall to be remarked 
that they had noue of the excitement, exhila¬ 
ration, or danger of stalking as that sport is 
pursued and enjoyed on the Scotch mountains; 
and I am afraid that such a kind of deer kill¬ 
ing would never find much favor In this coun¬ 
try even, with all accessories, appliances, and 
means to boot. From a purely sportiDg point 
of view, the beaters certainly must have had 
the best of it, for all the deer that were 
brought to book were not destroyed by the 
men with guns. The lurchers and kangaroo 
dogs had some considerable amount os well 
as credit of the chase, to themselves and the 
horsemen, lu many instances a fine course 
was enjoyed extending over a distance of three 
miles, and many a deer was pulled down and 
accounted for without any assistance from 
the gunners at all, and a must exciting gallop had over the open 
by the lees executive portion of the sportiug body. The whole 
affair was carried but most successfully and satisfactorily, and 
this first raid upon the Werribee Park deer may safely be held to 
be the first term of an infinite series of antipodean hunting of 
the deer. The neighboring coeatoo farmers may henceforth rest 
secure from future inroads of their former foes of the glen; and 
the Messrs. Chirnside are to be congratulated upon successfully 
adding a new branch of spoil, which is like to become extremely 
popular in a district which was already recognized as the head¬ 
quarters of sporting of nearly every description In the neighbor¬ 
hood of Melbourne. The whole of the arrangements were car¬ 
ried out under the superintendence of the station master to 
whom the participators in the sport were not alow in expressing 
their thanks. Birius.

Science Indeed,has seldom had such a pleasing labor as the exam¬ 
ination and Identification of this animal, for, though so ludi¬ 
crously simple in appearance, the manatee Is a veritable casket 
of physiological wonders. It Is the only creature known that 
has three eyelids to each e.veaud two hearts. In most of its points 
it. bears a close altlnlty to the elephant, but In others of equal Im¬ 
portance it Is unmistakably a whale. Its “teeth,” bones and skin 
are all delightful studies to the naturalist, and he Is thankful, 
therefore, that the manatee is what It Is, and not the veritable 
mermaid that less prosaic winds would have It.” 

Aud this Is the thing we are asked to accept In place of our 
dethroned beauty! Shade of pious Eric Pontoppldan forbid! 
(live us back our mermaids, they were at least comely If llekle, 
but this beast! “Faugh, my gorge rises at It.” “An ounce of 
civet, good apothecary, to sweeten my Imagination.” We now 
appreciate the feeling of the little girl who on the discovery of a 
fraud wanted to die, and when asked the reason, replied: "The 
world Is hollow, my doll Is stuffed with straw!” 

They have changed our peris to hlpopotami, and our sirens to 
dugongs and manatees, whom In mockery they have placed in the 
order Slrenitu Ah, me! the world is hollow. 

Embryology or the Gar. 

Since writing the record of our failures in getting the eggs of 
several Ushes which we were desirous of hatching, among them 
those of the gar, we found the following In the “Scientific 
Intelligence” of Harper’ll Weekly: 

The embryology of the American gaj-llsh ( l.epitloeleut) has long been 
a problem of much interest to naturalists, In view of the remarkable 
relations maintained by the adults in the class of Ashes. It is deubt- 
it,ee koowu to many of our readers that this Ash. with the uiud-Ash tor 
Amia) of our rivers, the Polypteru* of the Kile. snA a few other forms, 
represents a scanty survival of what In ages long past constltaled the 
prevailing type of the group of Ashes. It might therefore be readily 
Imagined that the study of this Ash. from the egg to the adult, would 
furnish some important hints in regard to the class!Acallou of the great 
Ashes, and he lu itself a subject of very great interest. 

Prof, boats Agassiz had for many years endeavored in vain to obtain 
specimens of the spawning Ash for the purpose of obtaining eggs aod 
watching tbelr development. His effort*, however, and those of all 
other naturalists, were unsuccessful uutil thepressut season, when Mr. 
Alexander Agassiz, who was equally iuterested with his father in the 
soluflon of the problem, obtained from the vicinity of Ogdenebnrg a 
supply, from which a number of young Ash were hatched that are now 
undergoing a careful examination on his part. 

Information as to the spawning grouud of the gar-fish in May, near 
Ogdensburg, was commanlwnted to Mr. Agassiz by Mr. 8. S. Blodgett. 
United states consul at Prescott. Ontario. 

The desirability of examining the embryo gar occurred to us 
two years ago while watching embryo salmon, and discovering 
that their tall was of the type known as heterocercal; that is, 
with unequal lobes, the vertebra extending iuto t.he upper one, 
after the manner of the sharks, sturgeons, and the ganoids 
named above, aud showing that the salmon was produced by evolu- 
tuai from some of the old inousters who were in the habit of 
wearing their backbones at an angle lu the candle at a period 
when any fish presuming to appear with both lobes of her scul¬ 
ler of equal length would have been snubbed, and If to add to the 
enormity of the offense, the entire fin had been square, as the 
present fashion In Tails now tends, would have been considered 
decidedly off color, aud lu consequence socially ostracized. We 
never mentioned the matter publicly of this discovery of the 
youthful salmon revertiug to some piscine Adam, as we felt 
sure that it must be known to scientists, as we have since been 
told it Is, although we caunot find It recorded. It Is by means of 
embryology that relationships are now being sought, with some 
surprising results, and we rejoice that Prof. Agassiz Is eugaged 
on that of the gar, an almost llueal descendant of some of the 
monsters whose existence Is recorded In the rocks, but wbieb 
have been extinct for ages. To fully understand the value of 
embryonic characters requires a knowledge of embryology that, 
we regret to say, we do not possess, and the number of persons 
til the entire world who are entitled to be called first-class embry¬ 
ologists can be numbered on the fingers of one hand. 


Trout Fishing’ in Truckee River. 

A correspondent, of the Sacramento Union has been visiting 
the trout fisheries of the Truckee, and from his letter we make a 
few extracts. 

They evidently need good laws, good men to enforce them, 
and a good big jail if that locality is often the scene of such bar¬ 
barous flBhtng as is depicted below. 

lie says: The trout go up the river in schools of thousands 
towards tbelr spawning beds. If unimpeded In tbelr course 
they would separate Into numberless crystalline trout brooks and 
dcjMtstt tbelr spawn far up the stream, out of reach of sawdust or 
fishermen. But just at the foot of the Sierra Nevada, lit the 
Btatc of Nevada, close to the California line, is the Verdi dam. 
This dam has been constructed to supply a fine saw-mill with 
water power, and great precaution was taken to arrange a suita¬ 
ble fishway at oue end. The water Is made to How over a sort of 
apron, or plank floor, which has such a gradual incline that any 
fish can asceud. This fishway Is further improved by means of 
the rocks and earth of the river bank. There Is a large pool or 
eddy just at the foot and lower side of the apron, where the Osh 
collect in great numbers to rest preparatory to making the final 
leap, or straggle, which carries them over the dam. The fisher¬ 
men, however, fasten two or three heavy planks just along the 
upper edge of the apron, and so the trout find an Impassable 
wall at the place where they should enter the reservoir above the 
dam. Thus the fish are Imprisoned. Such restless, Impatient, 
struggling prisoners as are these mountain trout cannot be found 
elsewhere. They attempt to leap over the main dam, only to be 
burled back by the falling water. They spring fully five feet In 
the air, and strike the main apron of the dant with terrific and 
frequently fata! force. They bruise tbelr bodies and beads until 
oftentimes they die. They learn nothing from experience, but 
continue to jump Hgalnst the dam, until, worn out and nerve- 
lea*, they drift, completely exhausted, Into the eddies formed by 
the piers of the dam. One can watch for hours Ibe6e poor, des¬ 
perate thlugs In tbelr brave struggles to get over the dam, with¬ 
out having a moment elapse in which some trout Is not leaping 
through the air and against the dam. Generally from one to a 
dozen fish are visible at the same time. It is a grand but a piti¬ 
ful sight to watch the great speckled beauties In tbelr vain en¬ 
deavors to get over the dam. But the pitiful merges Into the 
horrible when one sees the merciless grabhooks let down Into the 
struggling, quivering, exhausted masses of trout gathered in the 
eddies below tbe piers By means of the short, unyielding rod, 
a succession of quick upward jerks Is given to the four hungTy 
points of the grab-hook. Tbe water Is full of foam from tits 
cascade, and circles lu hlludlng whirl around the pool. The fish 
are crazed and blinded by their fruitless, frautic leaps, and readily 
drift against the sharp, needle-llke points of the barbed hooks. 


Once Impaled, the struggle begins. Tbe hook may have entered 
underneath tbe head, or the body, or It may have pierced the 
side, or the fins, or the tall. At the first moment of Its fright 
the startled fish darts away with a fury of strength that Is mar¬ 
velous. A large fish Is almost ungovernable during tbe first 
freuzy of Its death struggle. The fisherman’s only plan Is to let 
the trout weary Itself with Its maddened plunges, and leaps, aud 
struggles, and theu by a dextrous twitch land It on the pier. 
More than half the time the fish makes some terrible bound aud 
tears himself from the hook, only to float with the current, toru, 
mangled, and dying. 


The Devil Kish. . 

a ItlVKK GETTtNO EVIDENCE OE THE TEUItlULB POWKH OP TBE 
CMBATCKE. 

“Mr. Smalc had fired off a charge of dynamite and displaced a 
large quantity of stones at the bottom of tbe river. He went 
down to prepare for lifting these stones by the aid of chains Into 
the punt. While engaged in rolling over a large stone he saw 
something which he supposed at the time was a piece of cleatt-look- 
iug kelp, moving about in front of where hewasworklug. In a few 
seconds this object came in contact with the diver’s arm, about 
which It quickly colled, partly holding him. Immediately Mr. 
Smale touched what was colled round his arm he became aware 
of bis position, aud tried to extricate himself, but found It a more 
difficult job tlum be anticipated. Catching bold of the part 
banging from tbe arm, lie walked toward tbe end of It, when he 
saw he was firmly held by one of the feelers of a large octopus, 
better known among sailors as the devil fish. 

"Mr. Smale tried to pull the fish off from Its hold of the rocks, 
but without effect for some time. At last the fish, perhaps thlnk- 
iug he had not got sufficient hold or power over his prey, loos¬ 
ened Itself from the stones aud quickly transferred Its feelers, or 
arms, around the diver’s lege and body. In this position Mr. 
Smale thought tbe best thing for him to do was to get on deck 
as soon as possible, and be quickly made tracks for tbe ladder 
which reaches from the deck of the punt to the bottom of the 
river. 

“The diver was certainly a curious looking object when be came 
up. This huge, ugly-looklng thing appeared to be entangled all 
over him, holding him In a firm embrace. However, Mr. Smale's 
fellow workmen were not long In freeing him from the unfriendly 
hug of his sub-marine companion. 

“The body portion of the octopus was only about the size of a 
large soup-plate, with eyes in ItB head like those of a sheep, but 
it possessed nine arms, each about four feet In length, at the butt 
as thick as a man's wrist, tapering off at the end to as fine a point 
as that of a penknife; thus it could spread over an area of nine 
feet in diameter. Mr. Smale declares It was powerful enough to 
keep three men under water.”— Warmambool (Australia) Stand¬ 
ard. 

Here is another "yarn” about the poor maligned "devil fish,” 
who has nothing devilish about It, however, and which can be 
traced to Victor Hugo’s absurd story. All these cephalapods have 
a fixed diet, the octopus eats crabs and nothing else, while tbe 
cuttle (Sepia) lives upon fishes and that one of them would attack 
a man, Is more tbau doubtful. A large squid might take bold of 
a diver as it would of a rock or other object, but not with lutent 
todevour. And that Mr. Smale was badly scared, is evident from 
his description: Nine arras'. Eyes like a sheep! Point like a 
pen-knife I We say that an ortopus unit not hurt a man. 


Tbe Sbauk’s Victim. —Charley Gates, the boy so badly bitten 
by a 6bark on the 8th Inst., near the Erie Breakwater In the East 
river at Brooklyn, died from his lujuries at St. Peter’s Hospital 
on the night of the I3th. In the hospital the little sufferer, who 
was only fourteen years of age, and of delicate physique and 
nervous temperament, received the kindest care and attention. 
The house surgeons, Drs. Conroy and Wallace, and tbe self-sacri¬ 
ficing Sisters of Charity attached to the institution, were untiring 
in their attention and BOlicItude for the little patient. The prin¬ 
cipal wound, which was on his right hip, was a foot In length, 
laying bare the bone. There was also a deep wound on the left 
tbigb, and tbe region of the abdomen was lacerated by the teeth 
of the shark. On Monday night all hope of saving his life was 
abandoned. In his ravings he would go through all the motions 
of swimming. He also exhibited alarm when approached, and 
would cry out, “Help!” In his lucid moments he recognized bis 
parents, who were constantly at his bedside. An inquest was 
held at No. 4(1 President street. Arthur Cole, the youth who 
rescued the deceased from the jaws of the monster, reiterated his 
story of the occurrence. He told how the shark came at and 
attacked Charley savagely, biting him five times. The witness 
said he struck the fish, which was eight feet long, twice on the 
head, with a stone weighing about fifty pounds, before the shark 
would relinquish his prey. He then lifted Charley by the armpits 
Into a boat and laid him down. The deceased begged him to 
throw him Into the water again, as he was suffering excruciating 
agony from the terrible bites. The jury found a verdict to tbe 
effect that the deceased came to his death from shock caused by 
the bite of a supposed shark off the Breakwater In Gowanus, 
Brooklyn, August 8. 

It now appeare that there arc several well-authenticated cases 
of sharks having attacked men In the vicinity of New York 
within the past twenty years. 

We very much wish that the shark had been captured, as we 
can hardly think It was one of the harmless (1) Bay sharks, but 
Incline to the opinion that It might have been a straggler from 
the tropics or elsewhere where the white shark Is such a 
formidable character. There are twelve species of sharks ranging 
from Cape Cod to Cape Hatteras without counting the sleeper- 
shark and the “dog fishes." 


Small Fry. 

—A shark ten feet long was recently caught at Long Branch. 

—When a lobster has a claw broken a new one sprouts, and 
in time replaces the old one, somewhat as a man’s broken heart 
heals without a scar. 

—Theodore Hook, on arriving late at a dinner, asked his 
neighbor If the turtle soup was really good, “because,” said he, 
“I always judge of a dinner by the totl-u-tio.” 

—Tbe salmon run in tbe Columbia Is considered nearly over. 
The catch has been fair this year, but not particularly encourag¬ 
ing. The canneries, as a rule, have put up a slightly larger quan¬ 
tity this year than last, but the business as a whole has not been 
satisfactory. 

—The latest thing In torches for night fishing or spearing Is a 
brick soaked In kerosene and hung by a wire, this will last 
about half an hour aod give a brilliant light. Several bricks are 
required for a night's fishing, and care must be taken to keep 
them from the hats of any of the party. 

—Tbe colors of fish change with the bottom. Trout from 
swampy and mucky bottoms are usually very dark, bukjf put lu 
a white marble or other basin they will bleach In half an hour. 
Perhaps the flat fishes of salt water, as flounders, plaice, soles, 
etc., are more susceptible to this Influence than others. 


—Blackford reports Spanish mackerel as quite abundant from 
tbe New Jersey coast and very large quantities from Chesapeake 
Bay. They are selling at fifteen cents per pound for the latter 
aud twenty cents for the former. Those from the Jersey coast 
are larger and finer, averaging three pounds each, while those 
from the Chesapeake only weigh about a pound. 

—It Is said that oil of rhodum, anise, or cumin la very attrac¬ 
tive to fish and Is sometime put on halt. Walton recommends 
the use of petroleum, aud yet In our country It Is said to kill llsb. 
Perhaps too much of a good thing. We sneer at the faith with 
which the dock gamin spits upon his worm before casting, hut 
who knows but It may be attractive, tobacco and alll We hope 
not, however. 

—Old Dr. Deforest, who used to live at Honeoye Falls, N. Y., 
was fond of telling his exploits, which were never small. He 
was relating how one day he cut a hundred holes through Ice s 
foot thick and took over three hundred pickerel. “That's big 
work for a short day,” said a listener. “ 'Twa’n’t a short day 
nother,” said the old man, Impatiently, “It was one of the long¬ 
est days In June.” 

—Ninety thousand clams devoured In one -Sunday at Man¬ 
hattan Beach, besides the uncounted oneB at Coney Islaud, 
Brighton and Rockaway! So says the New York Herald; and 
they were the jolly, rollicking clam of New York, which is called 
a “quahaug” by the Bostonians, and not tbelr meek puritanical 
long-necked clam, which In New York is a “soft-shell clam.’’ 
Clams are the proper thing to eat at the seaside, and \ ou get 
them la the toothsome chowder and the leathery roast, but best 
of all are tbe little “cherry stones” on the half shell, no eandy 
Boft clam compares to them, and they really rival the best oyster. 

—Concerning the nests of lampreys, Mr. Thomas Chalmers, 
who has been looking for ergs torus late this Summer, writes 
from Holyoke, Mass., on the 23d of July: “I went out this 
morning and opened four nests, but the cggB bad hatched and 
the young gone. Owing to the wind rising I bad to desist, the 
water becoming so disturbed that I could not see. There are uot 
many lamprey nests to be seen from the bridge, but plenty be¬ 
longing to other nest-building Ashes. They make their nests 
close to shore, somotlmes on the up-stream side of a large stone, 
and at others on the level gravel bottom. They build a large 
nest, and seem to build lu colonies, and are bard workers until 
all Is complete." 

—Wonders never cease 1 Right on top of the story of a shark 
lunching on a boy’s gluhiens maximue In the East River, comes a 
story of the sea serpent In Long Island Sound seen by Capt. J. II. 
Merritt, and an “account” of a pair of trained pickerel on Clear 
Lake, Iowa, who draw a skiff containing a little girl. We would 
not have believed this but for the fact that a reporter of the Bur¬ 
lington Hatckeye vouches for It. He says: “When the girl is 
tired of riding she drives the pickerel Into a boat house where 
they are unharnessed, taken into a commodious glass aquarium 
and fed. When she vlBlts the tank they are so glad to see her 
that they almost jump Into her arms." If you don’t believe 
these things, we refer you to the reporters. 

—Accounts from Troy, N. Y., say that the heavy rains of last 
week have raised the Hudson, Hooalc and Mobawk rivers, and 
done great damuge. An autumnal freshet equal to this has not 
been known since 1830. Lakes Champlain, Schroon, George and 
Luzerne are several feet higher than usual. The logs on the Up¬ 
per Hudson have commenced coming down tbe Adirondack 
streams In greater numbers than they do during Spring freshets. 
Another fact that attracts considerable notice Is tbe finding of 
dead and bloated bodies of millions of fish In the lakes and rivers, 
supposed to be from the effects of Parts green, which has been 
used to destroy potato bugs, but lias been washed off by tbe rains 
and carried to the rivers. Many of the fish have been opened 
and found to be bloated about the stomach, e peclally when par¬ 
tially digested potato bugs were found In them. Much apprehen¬ 
sion Is felt concerning these serious losses of flsb. 

—Five-pound black bass (small mouth) are rare, and we learn 
with pleasure that one was captured In Onondaga Lake, N. Y., 
and also that bass are plenty there. Tbe Syracuse Standard tells 
us: “The good results of the work done this last Spring by 
Constable Travis, under the direction of the Onondaga Fishing 
Club, in keeping tbe nets out of the lake, are already apparent. 
Yesterday Mr. John Mann, the well-known sportsman, captured 
with a fly, in a very short time, seven fair black bass, among 
which was one, probably the largest ever captured with a fly, 
weighing five pounds two ounces. This fine specimen, together 
with the fly with which It was taken, can be seen to-day at Mr. 
Mann’s store, corner of Warren and Water streets. Mr. Mann also 
captured a very fine one last week weighing four pounds. Great 
credit should be given the fishing club for enforcing the fish laws. 
Bass are now more plentiful In tbe lake than they have been for 
many years.” 

—Sturgeons will sometimes run up small brooks, and the fol¬ 
lowing from the Salt Lake Daily Tribune calls to mind the fact that 
when a boy we saw two sturgeons that bad gone up a small 
creek between Albany and Troy until they fairly grounded and 
were captured. The article says: “There 1s a small stream of 
water which flows through Mr. White's farm on Sanvle's Island 
and empties Into the Wallamet. The brook passes through the 
milking yard a short distance from the house. For tbe past 
month fish known as suckers and red horse have been running up 
In such numbers as to almost crowd each other from the water. 
A few evenings since, while Mr. White and his men were milking 
they beard a loud splashing In the water, and upon looking 
around saw an Immense sturgeon leap Into the air and land upon 
a small bridge which spans the Btream. In a few seconds they 
wore upon him, and tagged away to get him safely on land. Tbe 
monster struggled with all bis might, and It required considera¬ 
ble exertion to get him to land, and with a club quiet Ills resist¬ 
ance. Tbe neighborhood feasted several days on the elegant 
meat."

Berjeau gives In Ills Interesting book drawings of pointers, evl 
dently Spanish, after Israel Van Meckeneu, executed lu 1470, aud 
others of the same type by Lucas Van Leyden In 1500, and Hans 
Shaenfleln of the same date. All the cuts repreeenting setting dogs 
of these very early dates are veritable spaniels, with about the 

same resemblance to the setter of the present century as there 

now Is between the two breeds, save that the old drawings have 
given the settlog dog a much heavier head. 

The argument as to the origin of the setter will probably never 
be satisfactorily settled, but the discovery of so much Interesting 
matter on the subject has Induced me to lay It before the read¬ 
ers of the Chicago Field more in the nature of a curiosity than 
In a spirit of controversy, which I am fully aware can be lude - 
nately prolonged without a beueficial result or ending to the par- 
ties engaged in It.

Peripatetic, 

Hand Made or Factory Ammunition. 

Tne following, from last week’s Armg and jVary Journal, will ba of 
interest and possibly profit to marksmen: “Since the establishment 
of tbe Creedmoor KAnge. tbe question of hand made or factory ammu¬ 
nition has agitated the rifle mind, and free discussion has been given 
to the merits of both styles. For the long-range practice, the hand¬ 
made Is considered tbe best, tbe large majority of the riflemen prefer¬ 
ring to accurately weigh each charge ere competing In matches. For 
tbe military practice, however, tbe subject Is still In abeyance. It was 
supposed at onetime that the Issue of state ammunition for the four 
team matches woold settle the questiou, as each team would then shoot 
with equal advantages It was, however, found that the cartridges 
would not run regular, and changes had to be made just previous to the 
meeting, ttaerebv deranging calculations of elevations, etc. Even last 
year, although the elate ammunition was used for the regular matches, 
the general Inspector of rifle practice deemed it unlit, for the shooting 
of the Inter-state match, and procured a belter quality. Since that the 


question of proper ammunition is referred to on every occasion when 
riflemen discuss the prospects of the teams at the meet lug of Septem¬ 
ber next. The prevailing opinion at present is in favor of the men be¬ 
ing allowed to use ammunition provided by themselves, aud that if bet¬ 
ter shooting can be obtained with ninety grains of powder the man 
should not oe restricted to seventy; besides, it would stop all cavils 
and supposed unfairness. Each team should be allowed to shoot the 
ammunition with which it cau obtain the best results, whether it be 
seventy, eighty or ninety grains of powder. The general Inspector of 
rifle practice has In view only the perfection of rifle shooting, and If 
regimental inspectors or captains of teams should petition him for 
privilege to uses better auallty or ammunition than that Issued by the 
state, there ie no doabt that the permission would be readily granted. 

Presentatioh.— One of the pleasant feature* of the late picnic of G 
O. Thomas Post Rifle Club at Oak Park, on August 10, was the presen- 
tatlou to M W. Lyman or a badge in commemoration of his exertions 
towards secflrlng the match and score towards securing the victory 
against the New York Rifle Club It will be remembered that Mr 
Lyman with Mr. Chenowetb and Col. Shaeffer scored 48 out of 50-a big 
score in a match. The badge was suitably engraved.

Ducking, Toronto.—Can you tell me what will cure twltchiag in a 
I biiVG *n Irish bitch which bad distemper some two months ago 
and during her sickness was taken with a sore foot on left hind leg i 
used Friar a balsam to heal It, and ever since she has had a severe 
twitching, especially in her hind quarters. I have also used areca uut 
santouioe and cowhage, wllbout avail, for worms Ane.-Chorea or 
St. Vitos very frequently appears after severe attacks of distem- 
per. and very commonly are incurable. All that can be done is to build 
np the entire system by strengthening food and tonics, such as com¬ 
pound tincture of bark two ounces, decoction yellow bark fourteen 
ounces; mix and give tablespoonful doses three times a day. Give 
also midway between other doses three-grain doses of bromide of pot¬ 
ass which should relieve the twitching. This trouble is tbe result of 
distemper and not of tho sore foot. How do you know that your dog 
has worms? If the medlciuea you refer to will not bring them away 
it is strong evidence that they are not present. You may try five drop 
doses of spirits of turpentine in oil twice a day, or if tbe dog ie full 
grown ten drops but be sure to give It in oil, or you will be apt to in¬ 
duce severe trouble. * 

C. J. S., Marshall.- I have a setter pup ten months old that bad the 
distemper five months since, and though he recovered at once he has 
been troubled with weak eyes and discharge from them most of the 
time. This discharge has takon the hair off for half an inch all round 
the eye®, and he looks very bad In conaequeuce. What will benefit 
this? I find also that he is constantly scratching and biting, and that 
his limbs, tail and rump are covered with small sores or blotches. How 
* cure this? Ans.—Weakness of tbe eyes is sometimes permanent 
after distemper Your best course is to bathe them three times a (lav 
with sulphate of zinc twenty grains, water one-half pint. Use a soft 
cloth, and pull down the lids so that some of the lotion may get to the 
eye balls, bach irruption ae you mention is very common in hot 
weather especially when the dog is sheading. Wash him once a day 
with sulphur soap rubbing him till a thick lather ie formed. Give him 
also change of food with vegetables, aud for a week or teu days five 
drops of Fowler’s eolation twice a day. 

r .A-T., Philadelphia—Givs a correct de finition or a boltoo setter. 
Is it a correct term? I cannot find any such word in Worcester’s dic¬ 
tionary. Ans.—The term belton has been adopted to express a combi¬ 
nation of colors, and is as correct as usage can make any term. It is 
applied to a mixture of black and white, either in the form of a roan 
or to a white ticked, that is spotted with minute black spots. Lemon 
be (tons are similarly marked with lemon in place of black. Mr. Laver¬ 
ack refers to the term in bis book as applied to bis own breed; but 
cuBtorn has given the term to all dogs thus marked. 

E. C. J., Bridgport.— I have a setter that when I lei him loose will 
run away and be gone two or three days. Haw cau I break him of 
this habit? Ans.—The only way is to watch and catch him away from 
home, give him a good thrashing and drive him home. Repeat this 
till he fludsit does not pay him to run off. Nothing else will cure 
him. 

J. D., Findlay.—At what ago is it proper to dock a pointer’s or set¬ 
ter s tail, or is it not proper to dock at all? Ans.-This is a matter of 
fancy, though custom is now opposed to docklug. The beat time fe at 
about three mouths, though skillfully performed it may be done at 
any time.

The White Fronted Uoose (Auser Albifrons). 

DV HOMO. 

The white-fronted goose is extremely rare on the Atlantic 
toast. In the West itis very numerous, coming in the Autumn 
In advance of the Canada goose and leaving ten days or two 
weeks earlier. They depart with the Hutchins goose and snow 
goose, but travel in separate flocks. Dr. Richardson says they 
breed In the Makenzle river region and In thu Arctic seas; they 
are, however, becoming rare at Hudson Bay. They are called 
brant In the West by many, thus confounding them with the 
Anscr bemida. By some they are termed the laughing goose oil 
account of tbe grinning appearance of their bill, the space be¬ 
tween the upper and lower mandible being wide apart and dis¬ 
playing a corrugated ridge resembling teeth. 

It may be now said tbat the range of tbp white fronted goose 
le entirely westward ln the United States, for It is of very rare 
occurrence that It Is met with by our Eastern gunners. It has 
never been ray fortune lo kill a specimen of this bird, although I 
have once or twice seen small flocks of them at Barnegat, but 
they never showed any inclination of alighting, ami seemed In¬ 
tent on journeying onward. I remember that both times they 
were observed it w»s lhe day after severe storms; doubtless 
they had been driven from the course of their usual migration.

Capt. Bogardue bos taken note of all Dr. Carver’s doings and sayings, 
and expresses himself as follows; 

As the New York papers are at present teeming with the exploits of 
Dr. Carver, particularly his latest at Brooklyu Driving park. Long 
Island, wherein he essayed beating my lime aud performances at 
Gilmore's garden Jan. 4. 1878, with this difference—the doctor adding 
600 balls aud bis attendants loading his rifles, while l loaded my own 
guns—1 will, if you will permit me. through the columns of vour 
paper, say a few words by way of a reply to some assertions made by a 

f imminent sporting paper of New York, as also to the doctor's cbal- 
enge. The paper referred to states that a shot-gun scatters so much 
shot In shooting at glass balls a la Carver It would be a very easy mat 
ter to break them. Now, I must say I don’t agree with the writer of 
that article, for I know that a choke-bore guu, with ordinary charge, 
will not make a target larger than 1 Vi inches, 12 to 13 feel distant (at 
which distance the doctor usually shoots, according to the statement of 
the paper referred to), so that it would require nearly as much skill to 
break the ball thrown in tbe air at that distance with a shot-gun as it 
would with a rifle. Tbe doctor ^challenges any man to a trial of skill 
in shooting glass balls with & rifle, giving his opponent 500 broken 
bails in 1,0 *0; and, as a New York paper intimates thut balls are easier 
broken when thrown from u trap than when they are tossed up by 
hand, the doctor shall have tbe benefit of the easier method, and I 
accept bis challenge, 1 to shoot at 500 glass balls with a rifle aud Carver 
1,000 with a rifle; the bails to be sprung from one of my patent traps, 
the trap to be turned each shot, both of us to shoot at 15 yards rise ; 
and I will bet him $250 that. 1 bent. him. I will also shoot him a match 
with a rifle, off hand, 1(K) yards range, at target, for $250. 1 will also 
bet any amount of money that I can break more glass balls with a shot¬ 
gun In from 3 to 8 hours than Dr. Carver or any other mao can with a 
rifle or shot-gun, each man to load his own gun; and I will bet the 
doctor $1,000 thut he caunot break 500 glass bulls out of 1,000, the balls 
to be sprang from my trap, 15 yards rise, the same os in my exhibition 
matches, he to nee a rifle. 1 will bet the doctor $100 even that he can¬ 
not break 80 balls out of 100 thrown In the air by hurid, the party who 
throws the balls to slaud 30 feet from the shooter, and to throw the 
balls from 15 to 30 feet in the atr straight up, so as not to fall between 
him and the shooter. If Dr. Carver will shoot these matches or any 
one of them, l will accommodate him at any time between Aug. 21 and 
29, as I sail on the steamer Bothnia from Liverpool Aug. 10. Respect¬ 
fully yours, A. H. Bogardus. 

P. 8.—1 am surprised that some one of the many excellent rifle shots 
of New York has not compelled the Doctor to earn the title of ”cham- 
pion rifle shot.” 

To this Dr. Carver answers: 

In reply to Captain Bogardus' challenge I will give Captain Bogar- 
dus 500 broken balls in 1,000. he to shoot the same as I do. for $250 a 
side; will shoot with Winchester rifle. 1 will accept his challenge to 
shoot 100 yards for $250 a side. I will bet him from $250 up. He can 
name the amount, he to shoot with shot-gun for eight hours, 1 to shoot 
with Winchester rifle; be to use one set of barrels, 1 to use one gun. aod 
in case of accident both to load and clean our own guns and shoot 
anv distance we chouse, i accept his challenge to break 80 out of 100 
balls, distance tbirlv f«et, for $100 a side or more. Will meeL him In 
New York on Monday of next week. Will arrange aud shoot matches 
next week in New York.
